statement issued by the German em- 
bassy here last night aeclared that the 
German cruiser 
Dresden, 
sunk 
by a 
British squadron oif the coast of Chile 
on Sunday, "apparently was attacked 
while in shelter of neutral waters." The 
embassy's 
information came in.cablt: 
grams j'cstcrday and today from Val 
paraíso, Chile. 
The statement folloM's: 
"Yesterday morning the embassy re 
ceived from Valparaiso the following 
cable: 


'German cruiser Dresden, after hav- 
ing destroyed an English sailing ship on 
March 8, was surprised Uy an English 
armored cruiser and pursued by it from 
3 o'clock in the afternoon. Dresden suc- 
ceeded in escaping the armored cruiser 
under the cover of darkness. 
Damage 
in tbe machinery and lack of coal forced 
it to put into the island of Juan Fernan- 
dez.' 


"According to today's telegram, re 
ceived at the embassy from Valparaiso, 
fifteen wounded of the I^sden were 
landed by the 
Orama at Valparaiso. 
Three men of the (Jerman cruiser. are 
reported to have been killed. The tele- 
gram further says that the rest of the 
crew was landed on the island of Juan 
Fernandez, and will be brought to Val 
paraiso by a Chilean steamer. ; 


"According to the British admiralty 
report, the Dresden was caught by the 
armored cruiser Kent, protected cruiser^ 
Glasgow and the aúxiliary cruiser Ora- 
ma near Juan Fernandez island. 


"Considering the existing conditioni, 
the Dresden apparently had been at 
tacked while 
in shelter of neutral 
waters. 


"As long as no other news ia received 
to prove the contrary we are entitled to 
believe that a second violation of neu- 
trality in waging naval warfare has 
been committed by the English navy.

Greece and the Allied Powers. 


It is not always easy for Americans to grasp the pe- 
ISUlia? ramifications of European politics that threaten to 
«ttibroil additional nations in the war, but the case ot 
/Greece, which has been threatening for some tune to be- 
come mixed in it is somewhat clearer than that of the 
others. That nation virtually owes its independence to 
iJle powers now linked in the coalition which we have 
(Some to know as 'Hhe allies." 
. 


From the year 1715 to 1821, the Greeks were subject 
fo the domination of the Turks. On Jan. 1, 1822, they 
revolted against Turkey and declared themselves inde- 
pendent and engaged ia a bitter five years' struggle with 
&eir old masters. They received the aid of the Enghsh 
%jord Cochrane, who organized their fleet, and of the 
Stench OoL Fabrier, who instructed their armies in Euro- 
pean tactics. In spite of this, however, the Turks con- 
tinued to triumph every^vhere and resisted all pressm^e 
. put upon them by other Eiu-opean powers to make con- 
cessions. 


A treaty was concluded in London, July 6,1827, be- 
tween Britain, France and Russia for the paciiicatioii of 
Oreece and when the mediation of these three powers was 
declined by the sultan, their imited fleets under Admiral 
Códrington attacked and annihilated the Turkish fleet off 
Kavarino, Oct. 20,1827. Later on, Feb. 3, 1830, a protoco] 
' of the allied powers declared the independence of Greece 
which was recognized by the Porte in April of the same 
year. Otho, a young iDrince of Bavaria, was made Idng. 
Ilis power was at ñi'st absolute, but his arbitrary methods 
and the preponderance he gave to the Germans in gov- 
eiTunent caused a rebellion and his enforced abdication 
of the throne. The crown was then offered to Prince 
Alfred of England and by him refused. Prince William 
George of Denmark was then proclaimed as King George 
I. Iq 1864, the Ionian Isles, an independent republic un- 
der the protection of Great Britain, was, through British 
influence, annexed to Greece. 


Again, in 1881, Turkey was influenced by the powers 
composing the triple entente to cede 5,000 square miles 
Of Thessaly to Greece. In 1896, an insurrection of Chris- 
tians in Crete led to the interference of Greece and war 
inth Turkey. The Turks speedily drove the Greeks from 
the northern frontier and overran Thessal}^ and Greece 
.was enabled only through the efforts of her former friends 
ftmong: the great powers to obtain reasonable terms of 
|ieace. It would seem that the entry of Greece into the 


is made imperative if she wishes to retain the friend- 
:flliip of the powerful nations to whom she is indebted so 
greatly. Besides, it is prompted by self-interest apart 
m m that. Greece has looked for long with covetous eye 
iipon a group of the many islands bordering her coast in 
the Aegean Sea. The opportunity seems promising to get 
her desire, but if so, it will be at terrific cost.

According to all accoimts the open air 
school for children effected with tuber- 
culosis, which has been in operation in 
Indianapolis for several months, is so 
successful that it is important for, ac- 
comodations to be provided for all chil- 
dren who need such treatment. At pres- 
ent forty of these youngsters arc on the 
waiting list. 


These children can not,_ of course, be 
allowed 
to 
attend 
schools 
where 
healthy 
children 
are, 
yet 
thoy 
are 
not so 
disabled 
that 
they 
cannot be benefited by school training. 
In fact, under the system arranged by 
tlie Marion county society that is fight- 
ing tuberculosis, they 
thrive both in 
mind and body. This is proved as to the 
latter by the remarkable average in- 
crease of eleven pounds in ^weight aince 
last October of the twenty chiiUren who 
have had tho open air treatment.. They 
are warmly clothcd and given nourishing 
food at proper i&tervals; they are al- 
lowed, in fact, 
cxpected, to sleep 
considtrable time through the day, and 
in the hours that reirtain thoy are given 
mental instruction. All expenses of food, 
clothing and carfare are borne by the no- 
ciety. It is a good work and should re- 
ceive practical encouragement from all 
who are interested in advancing health 
conditions. 


If tuberculosis is curable, and it sure 
ly is if taken in time, children with 
symptoms of the disease should certain- 
ly iave their chance. In the course of 
time the school board will doubtless un- 
dertake the entire cost of these schools^ 
but at present the benevolent public 
müst help.

He built thret 
hundred and sixty-flve churches, with 
a school by each church. Ho uprooica 
none of the many beautiful prastioes of 
the old religion of- tho' people, the Sru* 
idle religion. Put in his braadmss via 


ous labors, he wrote his Confessio, his 
scathing Epistle to Coroicus, his Hynis 
—and he periodically gave himself up 
to retirement to the solitudes for pur- 
poses of fasting and communing with 


Before he died he asked that God 
might let him see the future of his 
adopted and dearly-beloved land. And 
God gave him to see a vision, wherein the 
land was shown as envel<^;>ed in a great, 
high and beautiful golden flame, whos? 
radiance lighted the world. But after 
a long time tho great flame was extin- 
ipished, and in its place only solitary 
little candles strove to gleam through 
the thick night that Iiung over the land, 
and here and there coals smoldered in 
their ashes. And Patrick hereupon, his 
heart Avrung with anguish, cried out to 
God, "And will this be the lot of my 
land, then, forever?" 


Then,'as if in answer to his prayer, 
the candles suddenly multiplied and the 
half-dead coals glowed and sent up 
tongues of flames till soon the land was 
again enveloped in what seemed one 
great blaze of light. And its radiance 
once again lit up the world. And thus 
it remained till the vision melted. 


After that Patrick died joyfully. An 


old chronicle (tho Tripartite Life of Pat« 
rick) says that for twelve days aftei 
his deaths and while still his body was 
above ground, "there was no night in 
all the land, for the island to its utter, 
most comcrs was filled with an angelic 
radiance." And it adds that tho mU' 
sic of angels' wings brought sleep and 
joy to the watchers. 


Says the Tripartite Life: "A righteoui 
man verily was this man; -with purity 
of nature like the Patriarclis; a tnia 
pilgrim like Abraham; mild, forgiving 
from the heart like Moses; a praise- 
worthy psalnust like David, a student 
of wisdom like Solomon. He was a vine- 
branch laden witli fruit; a lion for 
strength and might; a dove for gentle- 
ness and simplicity; a serpent for pru- 
dence and cunning; as to good, gentle, 
humblo and memful luito the sons of 
life; a slave laborious, with Christ; a 
king for dignity and power in binding 
and loosing."

It has sup- 
plied the means for ninety boys to get 
a scientific agricultural education and 
all are successful. 


Fifteen years ago Charles S.illy lived 
in 
Williamsburg 
township. 
Franklin 
county, owned a farm of 240 acres and 
some other property, ' His will ordered 
that all of the property should be held 
in trust for the benefit of boys who 
wanted to leam scientific farming. 


Frank L. Williams was made the 
trustee. The land is worth nearly $200 
an acrc and pays a big income. It is 
rented,regularly and the rents are added 
to the fund.

ISSOCIATED PRESS 
IS NOTIMONOPOir 


Attorney General Disposes 
of New York Sun's 
Contention. 


Washington, 
March 
17.—Attorney 
General Gregory has written a letter ad- 
dressed to James M. Beck, counsel for 
the Sun association, disposing of the 
complaint against the Associated Press 
for alleged violation of the federal anti- 
trust actj made by the New York Sun 
Printing and Publishing association. 


The attorney general's letter, dated 
March 12, makes known that there is no 
ground for action by the federal author- 
ities against the Associated Press under 
the anti-trust act. 
The attorney general says in part: 
"Assuming, that the kind of service in 


which the Associated Press is engaged 
in is interstate coranierec (a question not 
free from doubt) I am nevertheless cf 
the opinion tiiat it is no violation of the 
anti-trust act for a group of newspapers 
to form an association to collcct and dis- 
tribute news for their common benefit, 
and to that end to agree to furnish the 
news collected by them only t® each 
other or to the association; provided 
that no attempt is made to prevent 
members from purchasing or otherwise 
obtaining news 
from 
rival agcncics. 
And if that is true tlie corrollary must 
be true, namely, that newspapers desir- 
ing to form and maintain such an asso- 
ciation may determine wiio shall be and 
Avho shall not be their associates. 


''This, of course, is not to say that 
such an association might not develop 
into an unlawful monopoly. The facts 
adduced, however, in my opinion» do not 
dhow that that has happened in the case 
of the Associated Press." 


Tlie attorney general'« letter is the 
result of a petition filed on Feb, 3. 1914, 
by the Sun Printing and Publishing as- 
sociation, asking the attorn^ general 
to make an investigation and then to 
institute proceedings against the Amo- 
ciated Press.

The matter of revising our constitu- 
tion to date is the largest subject of 
civil and political significance now fac- 
ing the people of Indiana. This was ap- 
pai-ent throughout the session of the 
sixty-ninth general assembly. Since the 
session ended without taking any con- 
structive steps in the direction of con- 
stitutional revision^ the significance of 
this subject looms larger than ever. 


The people of Indiana are to bo con- 
gratulated that the twenty-two ¡^totsen- 
Ijurg amendments were killed in toto by 
the legislature which has jiist adjourn- 
ed, Viewed in the kindest possible light, 
this Stotsenburg program contemplated 
•only the most flimsy kind of patchwork 
or makeshift revision. 
Along with a 
few 
apparently 
harmless 
proposai»; 
there were others that contained highly 
vicious pc^ibUities, such as those per- 
taining to legislative-made city and pri- 
vate corporation charters arid epeciall/ 
created and controlled courts. 


The adoption of these 
amendment« 
would have constituted little less than 
a conspiracy against the right of the 
people to control directly all their con- 
stitutional forms. 
The submission of 
any of them to tha people would have 
tended to obscure the pathway to a 
genuine constitutional 
revision. 
Con-' 
stitution making is too seriously impor- 
tant to trifle with in this manner. 
Bill Providing Referendum 
Gets 
En- 
couraging Support. 


The defeat of these amendments left 
a clear field for a bona fide revision of 
the constitution by a convention of the 
pco])le, and the legislature should have 
provided for a referendum vote at the 
general election of 1916 on the q«*»- 
tion of calling such a convention. 
Tlie 
bill providing' for this referendum receiv- 
ed very encouraging support. 
In the 
house tliere were forty-flye votes in its 
favor and forty-nine aga.inst. 
Tlie en- 
deavor to trade with thé advocates of 
this measure in thC' last lioura of the 
session for some proposed special legis- 
lation, such as the felon's relief bill, 
has been illuminating a» to the opposi- 
tion to the movement.

Issues. 


It goes without saying that the peo- 
ple do want a.compIcÂe hearing on these 
important issues and it is universally 
concluded there is need of some con- 
stitutional revision. . Observation of the 
legislative session just ended strength- 
ens this conclusion. 
At least one-third 
of the time and effort of this legula- 
ture was expended on the internal af- 
fairs of the , city of Indiana, v^ith no 
beneficial results whatever to the city 
of Indiiuiapolis; and certainly with much 
loss to the state of Indiana. 
If fpr no 
other, reason, there should be a revision 
of the constitution wnich will make 
possible the adjustment of local diffi- 
culties in cities by Çie people of the 
cities themselves virithout placing un- 
necessary burdens and expenses on the 
state. 


The experience in the last legislature

!Noble said he had found these ten- 
ants in a search for what he considerea 
a typical example of the poorer class of 
tenant farmers. Nor believing 
thetn 
typical, he said he had brought to Dal 
ks a voluntary witness, L. T. Steward 
a farmer, whose experiences were more 
typical of some tenant families in the 
southwest. 


Steward then took the witness stand. 
Beside him sat his wife and six of the 
eight children, ranging three to twenty 
years old. 
Three Of the smallest were 
barefooted, 
their 
feet 
showing sores 
from frost bites. 


Steward described his effort for twen- 
ty years to buy a farm home beginning 
in Arkansas and Anally coming to Tex- 
as. 
After his first year's farming, he 
said, he sold his mule to '^get square 
of debt" for food. Next year he bor- 
rowed a mule 
"and came out $15 to 
the good on the yeaf." Then he bought a 
year. After several years he said he 
got 1200 ahead whereupon he immedi- 
ately bought an eighty-five acre farm 
in Arkansas. He did well but two chil- 
dren died and their doctor bills cut Into 
his Savings so that he had to give up 
tho farm unable to meet the interest. 
Ho told tho committee that one year 
he had löst money when cotton was 
seven cents a pound but that ho saved 
a little the next year when he received 
only four cents per pound. 
He saved 
by reduciitf living eipehses. 


He said sometimes his wife "got to 
town" only oncé in two years.

in the last ten months, and we, in com- 
mon witli all other organizations, are 
finding it exceedingly difficult to meet 
the financial situation. But we have a ' 
plan that is rich in possibilities. 


"We have made application for a 
copyright on the name of the Suffrage 
Melting Pot, in order to preserve the 
'use and benefit' of it, 'for the cam- 
paign states now and in the futme,' and 
We herewith authorize the opening of 
melting pots for the benefit of tha 
states suWitting amendments in 1015. 
Particularly wo address ourselves to 
you, the women of Massachusetts; of 
New York, of Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey, and urge that you leavo in your 
treasure boxes no bit of gold or silver 
that can possibly be spared.

CMcago, March 17.—The General Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs has begun a 
survey to catalogue all of the natural 
scenery in the country tliat it is consid- 
ered ought to be preserved. 
This Avork 
is being undertaken in response to a 
letter sent to the conservation chairman 
of each state by IMrs. John D. Sherman, 
of Chicago, chairman of the federation's 
conservation department, asking each to 
make .a natural scenic area survey of 
her state. 


The survey is the first step in the de- 
velopment of the club conservation de- 
partment's new division of conservation 
of natural scenery. 
Reports are asked 
for before IVIay 15 for use at the council 
meeting of the general federation in 
Portland, Ore. 
Each chairman is asked 
to name the national, state and local 
parks in her territory and tell whether 
there are other areas in the state that 
should be preserved. The aim is to get 
such areas as should be preserved made 
into parks. 


Further, the state conservation chair- 
men are asked to urge teaching of con- 
servation of natural resources in the 
public schools, the enforcement of the 
neAv federal migratory bird laAv and 
roadside planting of the Lincoln high- 
way. 


After speaking of the value and im- 
portance of bird study, Mrs. Sherman 
makes an appeal to the Avomen of the

Urges Division of CSty Into 
District, Each to Vote 
on Question. 


New York, March 17.—Mayor Mitchel 
believes the solution of the excise situa- 
tion in Greater New York can only be 
reached by adoption of the local option 
plan. 


It is his belief that if the city be 
divided into sections, and these dis- 
tricts be pennitted to Aote independent- 
ly on the license issue, the AA'hole ques- 
tion can be met more satisfactorily than 
by any other method of Avhich he is 
aware." A commission, either state or 
municipally appointed or possibly elect- 
ed, might have charge of this district- 
ing, he says. 


Tiiesc views were made manifest fol- 
loAviiig the recent action of the Bap-> 
tist ministers' conference at the Madi- 
son Avenue Baptist church, by Avhich 
the conference censured the city admin- 
istration for failing to enforce the Sun- 
day closing law to the letter. This cen- 
sure also implied that there Avere po- 
litical reasons for the alleged violation 
of the statute. It Avas pointed out that 
Avhile the civic local option plan might 
Avork. there Avere 
manifest 
disadvan- 
tages : while one district might vote for 
prohibition, the adjoining section might 
take the opposite vieAvpoint and that 
consequently a dry section between two 
wet ones would hardly be conducive to 
any real semblance of prohibition. 
In 
reply, at the city hall it Avas observed 
that the city Ava's the only territory in 
the state Aviiere local option Avas not in 
force, and that adoption 
of 
Mayor 
Mitchel's plan aa'ouW mean nothing but 
an extension of the existing system. 


The mayor, hoAvever, is not of the 
opinion that total prohibition Avill op- 
erate successfully in Ncav York city be- 
cause of the certain opposition of a 
strong minority and his belief is found- 
ed upon the cosmopolitan character of 
the city itself. Certain elements of the 
population, he believes, have been long 
addicted to customs to Avhich they at- 
tacli no imethical significance. 
Mayor 
Mitchel thinks they should have the 
privilege of making their own liquor 
law and living up to it. It is for this 
reason that he is inclined to advocate 
handling the question along social and 
not political lines. 


That the mayor's views have found 
little favor in certain directions has 
been made immediately manifest. Legis- 
lation along the lines of the proposed 
extension of the local option plan to 
the municipality Avill be asked for at 
Albany soon and from a certain politi- 
cal element may be expected to receive 
strong support.

GERMANS WIN AT LOBEXXE. 


Claim Victory Over Allies Northwest of 
Arras. 


Berlin, March 17.—The German war 
oflice today gave out an official report 
on the progress of war dated March 17, 
and reading as follows: 


"The contest for the possession of an 
eminence on the southern slope of the 
Lorette heights to the northwest of 
Arras has been decided in favor of the

Department of Agriculture 
Expert Drops Word 
of Advicei 


Washington, D. O., March 16.—"What 
is the proper time'.for 
preparing- to 
plant one's garden?" 
, 


The United States department of ag- 
riculture's specialist says that in the 
spring as soon as the soil has dried so 
that a handful when grasped, in 
the 
hand and gripped by the fingers will 
slowly fall apart upon being released, 
if . is in a fit mechanical condition to 
prepare for planting. 
Clay 
or 
heavy 


soils should never be worked while wet. 
More injury may be done by doing this 
than can be . overcome in several years 
of careful culture. 


Wlhen the soil is found dry, aa de- 
scribed above, the upper three inches 
should be made fine by the use of the 
hoc and steel-tooth rake; all rubbish, 
stones, and clods t^hould be removed and 
the surface made even, somewhat com- 
pact, and as level m the contour of the 
area "will permit. 
It may 
then 
be 
marked off for planting in conformity 
to the general plan of the garden. 


Much of the soil in the average back 
yard is not only poor in plant food and 
deficient in decaying vegetable matter, 
but it is hard and unyielding. However, 
such is the basis which many a house- 
wife or child has to use for the making 
of a garden. Teachers who plan school 
gardens for their pupils also have simi- 
lar conditions to meet. 
Therefore, in 
order to get good results, careful atten 
tion must be given to the preparation 
of the soil.

Soils which are naturally moist are 
likely to be sour and so not in the best 
condition for the crop. 
Whether sour 
or not it will be well to have tho pu- 
pils test them, which can be done as 
follows: Secure from a drug store a 
piece of blue litmus paper; then take 
a handful of the soil slightly moistened 
and place the paper on it. If pour the 
paper will turn red. 
To coiTQCt such 
a conditon lime should be used. Cover 
the ground with a thin coat of air- 
slaked lime, which can probably be se- 
cured nearby at small coet, and work 
this in well. The use of the lime, while 
not a plant food, ivill correct the acid- 
ity and will improve the physical con- 
dition of the soil. 


If the soil is clayey or a stiff clay 
loam and the location is in a section 
where severe freezing occinrs, it will be 
found a decided advantage to give the 
area a heavy dressing of decomposed 
manure in the 
autumn, 
and 
before 
freezing weather sets in spade the land 
so as to tiUTi the mamire under and 
leave the. soil in a rough, lumpy con- 
dition so as to secm-e tlie benefit of thé 
digestive action of the winter freezes in 
reducing the soils. This should be re- 
peated annually at the north. If the 
soil is light and sandy, a mulch of ma- 
nure may be spread over it in the fall 
and the spading delayed imtil spring. 


In localities where the soil does not 
freeze, the manure may be applied in 
the autumn and the 
soil 
repeatedly 
spaded during the winter whenever it 
is dry enough to be .worked. The value 
of freezing at the north can to an ex- 
tent be attained by repeated spadings 
at the south. The. one general precau- 
tion which shouR always be observed 
is never stir the soil while it is wefc.

General Gregory has written a letter ad- 
dressed to James M. Beck, counsel for 
the Sun association, disposing of tho 
complaint against the Associated Proas 
for alleged violation of the federal anti 
trust act, made by the Xew York Sun 
Printing and Publishing association. 


The attorney general's letter, riiitc-d 


March 12, makes known that there is no 
grourfd for action by the federal author- 
ities against the Associated Tress under 
the anti-trust act. 


The attorney Reneral says in part: 
"Assuming that the kind of service in 


which the Associated Press is engaged 
in is interstate commerce (a question not 
free from doubt) I am nevertheless c£ 
the opinion that it is no violation of the 
iiuti-trust act for a group of newspapers 
to form an association to collect and dis- 
tribute news for their common benefit, 
and to that end to agree to furnish tha • 
news collected by them only to cadi 
other or to the association; provided 
that no attempt is ma do to prevent 
members from purchasing or otherwise 
obtaining news 
from 
rival agencies. 


And if that is truo the corrollavy must 
be true, namely, that newspapers desir- 
ing'to form and maintain such an asso- 
ciation may determine who shall be and 
who shall not bo their associates. 


"This, of course, is not to say that 


such an association might not develop 
into an unlawful monopoly. The facts 
adduced, however, in my opinion, do nwt 
.thow that that has happened in the case 
of the Associated Press." 


Tim attorney general's letter is the 


result of a petition filed on Feb. 3, 1914, 
by the Sun Printing and Publishing as- 
sociation. risking the attorney general 
to make an investigation and then to 
institute proceedings ngainst the Asso- 
ciated Press.

. spring as soon as the soil has dried so 
.that a handful when grasped in the 
hand and gripped by the lingers will 
slowly fall apart upon being released, 
it is in a fit mechanical condition to 
prepare 'for planting. 
Clay or 
heavy 


soils should never be worked while wet. 
More injury may be done hy doing this 
than can be overcome in several years 
of careful culture. 


When the soil is found dry, as de- 


scribed above, the upper three inches 
should be made fine by the use of the 
hoe and steel-tooth rake; all rubbish, 
stones, and clods should be removed .and 
the surface made even, somewhat com- 
pact, a.nd as level as the contour of the 
area will permit. It may then be 
marked off for • planting, .'in conformity 
to the general plan of the garden. 


Much of the soil in.the average back 


yard is not only poor in plant food and 


. deficient in decaying vegetable matter, 
but it is hard and unyielding. However, 
such is the basis which many a house- 
wife or child has to;use for the making 
of a garden. Teachers who plan school 
gardens for their pupils also have simi- 
lar conditions to meet. Therefore, in 
order to get good results, careful atten-

"The aBidavit required hy section 2

therefor 25 cents. This fee belongs to 
the county and not to the auditor.

of bread for several weeks was Llie opin- 
ion expressed Thursday .by several Fort 
\yayne bakers. There lias been very little 
drop in the pi-ice of wheat and there Is 
no immediate .prospect of any reduction 
in the price of flour. 
Consequently, as 


long as flour remain's at tlie present high 
figure Dread will remain at li cents" a 
loaf. At that price, it Is claimed, there 
IK little profit for the baker. 


When it was learned that the price of 


bread In New York had been reduced 
there was immediately a report that the 
same action was to be taken by the 
bakers of Fort Wayne. Local bakers are 
of the opinion that there is a fight among 
the bakers in New York which, probably 
accounts for 
the 
reduction in 
bread 


prices. Fort Wayne bakers declare that 
as soon as the price of flour justifies it 
the price of bread will be reduced to the 
old price.

IB well known -what districts 


H.VC suffered from and are exposed to 


floods and It Is fairly well understood 


hat sections of the city and territory 


adjacent to It should be assessed for 
direct or indirect benefits from flood pre- 


Llon works. 
The districts must he 


accurately defined'and set forth In tho 
petition to the circuit court for the cre- 
ation of a drainage district. Tho fixing 
of the boundaries of the district is to be 
completed in time to be reported to the 
joint flood prevention committee of the 
city and county April 1. If the work is 
ipprovcd by that body the task of secur- 
ing tq the petition tho signatures of 51 
per cent, of the freeholders in tho district 
will then be started.

CEMENT FLOOKS FOR DAIRY 


BARNS. 


When' laying cement floors, gutters 


should be laid first with a slight fail 
to one end. „ These should be four to 
six Inches deep and fifteen to eighteen 
inches wide. The distance from gutter 
to stanchion should be about 4 feet 
6 inches for ordinary-cows. 
Large 


cows may need 4 feet 10 inches or 6 
feet, while small heifers require only 
a 4-foot acs.ll. The .floor should slope 
to the gutter from each side. *The 
passage behind the cows should be at 
least 8 feet wide to allow cows to pass 
without crowding. The floor should 
bo finished with a wooden trowel 
rather than a steel one, as the latter 
makes a smooth, slippery finish that 
when wet Is very difficult for the cows 
to walk on safely. If drains are to be 
laid to carry off-the liquid manure or 
the -nater used, in washing the floors 
they must be put in before the floor la 
laid.

FERTILIZING STRAWBERRIES PROFITABLE

Fertilized with Acid Phosphate, 


The strawberry .plant, In practice, 


iropagates from runners that form 
new plants at the nodes. Normally, 
after the plant sends up flower stems, 
in the spring, runners.do not begin 
to form to any great extent before 
the end of the fruiting season. Hovv^ 
ever, by removing the fruit stems 
early in the season, runners will be- 
gin to form earlier. 
Some growers 


remove the fruit stems In .this way 
from young plants that have been set 
In the spring in order to hasten the 
beginning of runner formation. The 
results Indicate that the practice is a 
sood'one.

-Growers In 
some sections practice - removing the 
runners and causing the formation of 
a large number of crowns on one 
plant.,- This-is known as the hill sys- 
tem of culture. 
This system .makes 


it possible to cultivate the plants both 
ways, thus reducing the. expense of 
hoeing. 
In Missouri, however, th* 


plants are grown in what is known 
as the matted row system; that is, 
the runners are permitted "to form 
new plants until a row fourteen'to 
twenty inches wide is formed with the 
plants covering the entire row. 


- The -question of fertilizing straw- 
berries Is receiving considerable at- 
tention at the presejit time. The re- 
sults of several years of careful study 
and extensive experiments at

Acid phosphate' used alone at .the 


rate of from 150 tfa 440 pounds to the 
acre has, in five trials out of six, 
given a profitable increase In the crop. 
The one soil In which it was not 
profitably applied was a much richer 
one than ts generally used for straw- 
berries. 


In six trials out of seven, acid phos- 


phate used'in combination with either 
.sodium nitrate or dried blood, has in- 
creased the yield over that obtained 
when either of these latter substances 
were used 'alone. 
In the one case 


where it did not increase the yield, 
the fertilizer was applied in the spring 
and "the nitrogen caused an exceed- 
ingly rank plant and weed growth so 
that little could be told as to the ef- 
fect of the phosphorus. 


Acid phosphate-used in any. prac- 


tical .quantities has no Injurious effect 
on the plants, even when It Is spread 
on tho foliage.

BUILDING DAIRY BARNS AND STABLES 


,;The requirements of « good dairy 
barn are: ls suitable and convenient 
location; 2, adequate shelter and com- 
fortable quarters for.stock; 3, special 
storage room for feed; 4, sanitary 
construction and 
good ventilation, 


such as would be required in any 
other factory of human foo.d; 6,' con- 
venient arrangements requiring the 
minimum amount of.labor to do the 
necessary work o£ feeding and clean- 
ing. 


It is advisable to have a separate 


milk house and also that no other 
animals, hogs especially, be stabled in 
or near the dairy barn. 


Locate the dairy barns. It possible, 


on high,, well-drained ground, so as 
to admit of perfect drainage, both on 
the surface and for such underground 
drains as may be necessary. Locate 
where there can be a good supply of 
lota for cows, oalves, herd bulls, etc., 
convenient to the barn, and that they 
will also be well drained. 


In feeding, handling and caring for 


live stock much time may be wasted 
by, unhandy awkward arrangements. 
Haymows and feed rooms should be 
where the feed 'pan be fed easily. It 
Is not considered a good plan, how- 
ever, to have a h«v loft above a dairy 
stable unless a dust-proof floor Is put 
In.

More than half of the work of 


keeping a stable clean and sanitary 
may be accomplished before a single 
animal is put in by building floors, 
mangers, stalls, ceilings and walls so 
that they can he readily washed, swept 
or disinfected.

fresh air can get In without letting 
a draft on the cows." A* good plan is 
to remove a few windows In winter 
and put canvas across the opening. 
Enough air goes through

causing any direct draft on the cattle. 


Tears ago Prof. I. P. Roberts ad- 


vocated having a large closed shed 
adjoining the milking stable 
Into 


which the cows could be turned at 
night in winter. With the cows de- 
horned, the shed well bedded and a 
water trough put In, the cows had 
practically all the1 freedom and com- 
fort they would have outdoors in 
summer time. The plan, while prac- 
ticable, has not been very generally 
adopted. 


Fresh Air Necessary. 


. There are various methods used for 
ventilating poultry houses, but the 
best and simplest is to allow the fresh 
air to come lr unobstructed except by 
a muslin screen. Remove the window 
cash and tack on muslin in Its place. 
Enough sir will enter to keep the 
house dry and sanitary, but there will 
be no breeze even In very stormy 
weather.

It has re- 
mained for tho scientific sharps at 
the Panama-Pacific 
International 


Exposition at San Francisco, to 
rub up against world-beating ex- 
hibits, to produce a kicking, sprawl- 
ing, man-eating insect pest as bis 
as a barn, a rival to Jonah's-whale, 
and far superior to that back-num- 
ber monster in the matter of in- 
terior upholstery. 


This pest is a-common or garden 


variety of'potato beetle.- Its mov- 
able jaws will form one entrance to 
its vitals. Its interior is equipped 
with electric lights, easy 
chairs, 


moving picture screens, sanitary 
plumbing and all modern conven- 
iences for the comfort 
of. such 


Jonahs as may yield to a desire to 
see for themselves just how the 
scourge of the spud patch. man- 
ages to stow -away so many acres 
of potato vines for breakfast. 
Its 


eyes, composed of multiple facets, 
form the windows, and illustrate 
how the insects can look in seven- 
teen directions-at once, and thus 
dodge the Paris green man. 


The creature la not so fierce as

But the female carp, chortling in 


derision at the puny efforts of the 
fishermen to depopulate the sea, 
must consider (if fish have anything 
to consider with) that myriads of 
denisens of the air are on the job 
all tire time, and their voracious ap- 
petites must be satisfied. Pelicans, 
gulls and other sea birds in enor- 
mous numbers make the sea a stop- 
ping or abiding place. Most of them 
prefer a iish diet and the carp are 
usually their victims.

Tlven came the discovery that th« 


silty deposits had made the richest 
and most productive soil on earth, 
and that the waters of tho Colorado 
River could be brought to Irrigate 
it. 
Twelve years ago* when early 


settlers in tho valley were beginning 
to amaze the world with their crop 
yields, 
the 
turbulent river de- 


stroyed 
the 
restraining 
levees, 


changed its course and sent a great, 
volume of water pouring from tho 
Mexican boundary line northward 
through the valley in two great riv- 
ers. 


These rivers, tho Alamo and TJew 


River, typified disaster at the time, 
but their beds have slnvo become an 
asset worth many times as much as 
the damage the flood caused. They 
provide a perfect draining system, 
that would otherwise cost millions 
of dollars to construct. At the time 
of the diversion the bulk of tho 
water that flowed through the val- 
ley in tho two big channels came 
to rest in the low bowl at tho north- 
ern end of the valley and created a 
sea ten miles Ions and eighty feet 
deep at the lowest point. 


Ever since then some water haa 


continued 
to flow into tlra lake, 


through the river channels, waste 
waters from irrigation and from 
that used for power purposes on the 
Alamo. It has long been a subject 
of controversy between engineers 
whether or not the evaporation un- 
der the intense 
heat 
is enough 


greater than the augmentation to 
eventually cause tho lake to dry 
up and disappear. 
Most engineers 


.now belvevc that up to a certain 
point the lake will diminish. It is 
considerably smaller now than It 
was ten years ago. But is is also be- 
lieved that, the limit of diminution 
has been almost reached. Tho sur- 
face area subject to evaporation has 
become less and, with the present 
flow of waste water .continued, the 
lake will bo kept intact'at about its 
present size. 


"With the waters that rushed over 


the desert from tho river came carp, 
bonytail, humpbacked suckers and 
other fish. .They have ^propagated 
rapidly.
